From 1951-53, Hellender was 
president of the CIO Industrial 
Union Council in San Francisco.

Hellender is a member of the 
State Social Welfare Board and 
president of the California As- 
sociation for Health and Wel- 
fare. He has been a United Bay 
Area Crusade vice-president and 
active in other community 
groups.

@ Ruled that the company 
must reinstate 53 members of 
Local 1304 with full seniority 
and other rights. ' 

@ Ordered Pabco to bargain 
with the union. | 
VINDICATION FOR UNION 

Joseph Angelo, sub-district 
director of the AFLCIO United 
Steelworkers of America, said: 

“The NLRB has at last vindia 
cated our union members in 
their long battle for their jobs, 
Men with up to 30 years’ service 
had been thrown out of work 
with only four days notice. Now 
the company will have to take 
them back. After a lifetime of 
service to the Fibreboard come 
pany, the men deserved better 
treatment than they got.” } 

Although damage suits by 
both sides are still pending and 
there is a strong possibility that 
Pabco may appeal the NLRB 
ruling in the courts, Friday’s 
development was considered the 
most important one so far in 
the involved legal aftermath of 
the bitter ’59 dispute. ‘

At the same time, USDA news 
releases constantly advise us 
that one hour of work in a 
factory now buys, for example, 
2.2pounds of round steak, com- 
pared to 1.8 pounds in 1939 and 
only 1.2 fifty years ago. 

It is perfectly true that many 
agricultural foodstuffs as sold 
by growers to processors and 
manufacturers, are a bargain. 
In 1960, the farmer got only 
39 cents of the dollar you pay 
for food, compared to 49 in 1951. 
It is also true that even at re-| 
tail, some basic foods are rela- 
tively not expensive (except for 
the high meat prices we have 
had to live with through this 
summer). 

But today’s meals are expen- 
sive, because we do not buy the! 
same foods as 23 years ago, let | 
alone 50, nor in the same con- | 
tainers. We buy highly processed 
“convenience” foods in small | 
containers, and the Department 
of Agriculture, contradictorily 
enough, itself encourages the 
public to buy in this costly 
manner. 

Of every $20 we spend for 
groceries today, we pay from } 
$1.50 to $2 for the packaging, 
and sometimes the package 
actually costs as much as the 
food itself. 

Yet the Agriculture Depart- ' 
ment tells the public that 
smaller packages “meet the food 
needs for one meal, and thus 
reduce waste.” 

THIS KIND of eee 
apolo: for high priced con- 
Sea foods and small pack- 
ages serves the interests of food 
processors, not farmers or ne 
sumers. 

To take one example, the dry 
cereals packaged for individual 
servings cost you a little over, 
4 cents an ounce, or about 65 
cents a pound. For that price 
you can feed your children meat, 
or for that matter, eggs, milk, 
cheese and other high nutrition 
foods at even less cost. 

The farmer, of course, gets no 
more whether you pay 2 cents 
an ounce for cereal in a large 
box, or 4 cents in an individual 
box. In fact, if he gave the

The way to save, and avoid 
waste, too, is to buy the large 
sizes, not just for one meal, but 
for different uses in several 
meals. 

TOO MANY families need to 
plan their shopping more care- 
fully. The effect of self-service 
supermarkets often is to encour- 
age impulse buying of expensive 
foods. 

This is the real reason why 
many families today complain 
of high food bills. Food spending 
increased about twice as fast as 
food prices in one recent period. 


Several surveys have shown 
that impulse buying largely has 


,replaced the planned menus and 


shopping lists once considered 
the foundation of money saving 
shopping. 

For example, the Indiana Ex- 
periment Station found that 
fewer than half of today’s 
shoppers make any definite meal 
plans in advance. 

While eight out of ten house- 
wives said they believed “a good 
home maker” would use a pre- 
pared list most of the time, 
many still shopped without one. 

Significantly, the Indiana sur- 
vey found higher income house- 
wives most likely to use shopping 
lists. 

Nor is it husbands who suc- 
cumb to impulse buying, as is 
popularly supposed. One survey 
found men more likely to buy 
from a list. 

Having thus surrendered plan- 
ning, our shopping has become 
increasingly determined by 
package and display designers, 
who have learned how to lead 
us in a predetermined traffic 
pattern through the aisles, stop 
us at certain displays, and if 
we handle, probably buy. 

They lead us in the pattern 
they desire chiefly by strategic 
placement of demand items such 
as bread, beef and paper pro- 
ducts. 


Must he labeled

Despite the controversy over 
Type III Sabin. oral vaccine, the 
Bay Area’s “K.O. Polio” mass 
immunization program will start 
on schedule next Sunday. 

Sunday’s dosages — which all 
adults and children in the Bay 
Area are urged to take regard- 


less of whether they have had 


Salk polio shots —. will be Type 
ZI Sabin vaccine. 

The safety of Types I and II 
is not at stake in the contro- 
versy, which prompted officials 
to curtail the program for Type 
III dosages. Type III will be 
given only to youngsters through 
college age. It will be admin- 
istered throughout the Bay 
Area Nov. 4. Type II will be 
given Dec. 9. 

Officials decided to go ahead 
with the modified Type III pro- 
gram because they felt this was 
better than risking widespread 
polio among youngsters this 
year. 2 

Sabin dosages will cost 25 
cents each at 66 schools being 
used as temporary clinics in 
Alameda County. They will be 
given from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m. on 
the three Sundays. However, 
those who can’t pay will get the 
dosages free. 

Dosages consist of a drop of 
vaccine on a cube of sugar. Even 
persons who have had Salk 
shots are urged to take them 
because they (a) confer perma- 
nent immunity and (b) prevent 
@ person from being a polio 
carrier. 


Don't stop at the sign 
of the Flying Red Horse! 


O. A. Knight, president of the 
AFLCIO Oil, Chemical and 
Atomic Workers, has written to 
all AFLCIO affiliates, asking 
union members “not to buy at 
the sign of the Flying Red 
Horse” until Mobil Oil Co. bar- 
gains fairly with OCAW mem- 
bers. 

The union, on strike at four 
refineries and two marketing 
units of Mobil, is fighting an 
apparent union-busting cam- 
paign, according to the union. 
The company has demanded a 
so-called “management rights” 
clause which would jeopardize 
job security of union members.

At the last membership meet- 


«ing, which was well attended, 


the members approved the fol- 
lowing contracts: 

The Refrigeration Agreement, 
providing for an increase of 30 
cents an hour, making the wage 
‘rate $5.16 per hour, effective 
July 1, 1962. Deducted from the 
wage rate is 31 cents per hour 
and earmarked Vacation Fund. 
The travel allowance zones were 
increased $1 per zone. This six 
month contract will be opened 
for negotiations prior to De- 
cember 31, 1962. 


The Ice Cream Agreement, a 
two yeer agreement, provides 
for the following: Effective 
June 1, 1962, an increase of 1212 
cents per hour for Pension Fund, 
making a total of 25 cents per 
hour employer contributions. 

Effective June 1, 1962, an in- 
crease of 6 cents per hour for 
wages. 

Effective January 1, 1963, an 
increase of 6 cents per hour for 
wages. 

Effective June 1, 1963 and 
January 1, 1964, an increase of 
10 cents per hour for wages. 

Total increase for the Ice 
Cream Agreement is 441% cents 
per hour.

Steel Machinists 1304;

If you haven’t heard, may we 
inform our members the NLRB 
has finally reversed a previous 
ruling and now finds Pabco 
guilty of an unfair labor prac- 
tice in discharging local 1304 
members and giving our work 
to strikebreakers. The NLRB 
ordered Pabco to reinstate our 
locked-out members, but, owing 
to the former ruling upholding 
Pabco, they’ve ordered back pay 
only from the date they issued 
the present ruling. This means 
Pabco must pay wages to our 
Pabco members for each day 
Pabco delays reinstatement. 


Our union lawyers will sue in 
court for full back pay, pension 
and welfare losses back to 1959. 
The NLRB is also suing to en- 
force their order for reinstate- 
ment of our members. 

Pabco’s powerful, anti-labor 
law firm will no doubt devise 
additional obstructions to en- 
forcement of the NLRB ruling. 

At this point we remind our 
members that yours truly must 
again report to the court house 
in another law suit pressed by 
Pabco’s attorney. 

The persecution and maleyo- 
lent harassment by Pabco’s law 
firm is leaving scars of cynicism 
where justice in courts is con- 


cerned, for the workingman. We 
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also recall our desperate hope ; 


that the principles of our cause 
would obtain the support of all 
unions. The betrayal of some 
unions is no less bitter with our 
vindication by the NLRB. Nat- 
urally the ruling brings a meas- 
ure of pleasure to us that the 
long struggle has not been in 
vain. Thank God for President 
Kennedy and his sagacious ap- 
pointments to the NLRB. This 
ruling could not have happened 
under Nixon. Now do you see 
why we ask you to register and 
vote in elections?

“Stevenson holds a Ph.D. degree from Acheson’s 
college of cowardly Communist containment — the State 
Department.” (1952) 

“. . . in Colorado, Oregon, Wyoming, Idaho and 
California, the Democrats are hoping to elect new men 
to the Senate. Their candidates, Messrs. Carroll, Neu- 
berger, O’Mahoney, Taylor and Yorty are all from the 
left wing of their party. A Democratic victory will mean 
a sharp turn to the left, back down the road to socialism.” 
(1954) 

Etc., etc., etc. 

Aside from Nixon’s attempted smear, there is his implica- 
tion that there are Communists behind every bush in California. 

Very droll! 

And his hint that ‘Pat’ Brown plays footsie with the 
Marxists. 

Also very droll. 

Finally, his suggestion that no one who has exercised his 
rights under the Fifth Amendment of the United States Consti- 
tution be permitted to speak at any state college or university. 

Not so funny. A grim reminder that many people think 
we can preserve democracy by subverting it, denying academic 
freedom and isolating young people from dangerous ideas while 
they are on state property.

NIXON’S RECORD 


(See “Brown’s Record on Welfare, Social Gains” at right. 
This is Nixon’s record in the same field. 


February 27, 1948 — Nixon voted for an amendment remov- 
ing an estimated 625,000 persons from Social Security coverage. 
Among those slashed from coverage were door-to-door sales- 
men, persons who work at home on piece work, certain 
insurance agents, truck and cab drivers and others. President 
Truman vetoed the move saying “I cannot approve legislation 
which would deprive many hundreds of thousands of em- 
ployees as well as their families of Social Security benefits 
when the need for expanding our Social Security system is 
great.” Nixon voted in favor of overriding the President’s 
veto on June 14, 1948. 

October 5, 1949 — Nixon voted in favor of a move to side- 
track a bill to improve pensions and other Social Security 
benefits in the House of Representatives. The sidetracking 
maneuver was defeated 232-113. 

August 16, 1950 — Nixon voted in favor of the Knowland 
amendment to the Social Security Act which made it possible 
for states to reduce unemployment benefits to workers who 
refused to take jobs at sub-standard wages or to serve as 
scabs. If Nixon had voted against it, the amendment would 
have lost in a tie vote. 

March 12, 1958 — Nixon cast the tie-breaking vote that 
increased the interest rate on Veterans Administration’s hous- 
ing loans from 41% to 4% per cent. 

Nixon’s inaction has frequently been just as deadly as his 


~~ action. For example, on May 28, 1958, Nixon declined to break 


a 40-40 tie vote on a proposal to increase assistance for the 
needy aged and blind. The measure involved in this case 
was an amendment to the temporary unemployment com- 
pensation act of 1958 (H.R. 12065) which would have raised 
public assistance payments to the aged, blind and disabled 
by about $5.00 per month by raising the maximal federal-state 
monthly payment per person to $70.

ROWN’S RECORD ON 
WELFARE, SOCIAL GAINS 


Early in 1959, shortly after he 
was swept into office by more 
than 1,000,000 votes, Governor 
Edmund G. (Pat) Brown inform- 
ally outlined his basic philos- 
ophy on social welfare: 

“First, you feed people who 
would go hungry without your 
help. 

“Second, you put those people 
back on their feet. 

“And third, you start wiping 
out the conditions that broke 
their spirits and their homes in 
the first place.” 

Three years and two legisla- 
tive sessions later, he was able 
to point to the most substantial 
record of social legislation gains 
achieved in this century in 
California. He spoke of the ac- 
complishments as _ constituting 
“a responsible record and a 
record with a heart.” 

These were some of the sweep- 
ing advances brought about by 
the Governor’s leadership in the 
historic legislative sessions of 
1959 and 1961: 

@e Maximum unemployment 
benefits were increased from $40 
to $55 a week, a 37.5 per cent 
increase. 

@ Unemployment benefit elig- 
ibility was extended by 13 weeks 
for recession victims. 

@ Maximum workmen’s com- 
pensation and disability bene- 
fits were increased from $50 to 
$70 a week. 

e@ The basic Old Age Security 
benefit was increased from $90 
to $101 with a provision for cost 
of living increases. The maxi- 
mum grant in special need cases 
went from $106 to $166. 

®@ Disability insurance, hospi- 
tal benefits and the first agri- 
cultural minimum wage were 
extended to farm workers. 

@ Senior citizen community 
centers were authorized and es- 
tablished to encourage older 
citizens to use their experience 
and knowledge in contributing 
to the activities of their com- 
munities. 

Aid to Needy Children con- 
trols were tightened to give 
maximum protection to the child 
and eliminate fraud. The em- 
phasis in ANC was placed on 
rehabilitation to transfer fam- 
ilies from dependency to self- 
support.

concern for its citizens and in 
its soundly administered pro- 
grams.

the session was an unprece- 
dented success.” 


There was similar strong 
praise after the 1961 session. 


And the administration of the 
programs in action prompted 
the general manager of the 
California Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion to say that freeloading is 
not a problem in California’s 
county general relief welfare 
programs, 

Underlying the legislation was 
Governor Brown’s personal phi- 
losophy on social welfare, which 
he has eloquently stated this 
way: 

“My Administration stands for 
progressive welfare programs for 
all who need public assistance 
and welfare services. 

“To conduct a truly moral 
government, we must meet need 
where need exists. Government 
has an additional responsibility. 
We must find ways to improve 
all services and programs in 
order to avoid abuses and pro- 
longed dependency. 

“Recipients have moral duties, 
and we must help them fulfill 
their duties. But we must never 
forget that recipients have moral 
rights. People in trouble must 
never be made _ second-class 
citizens. They must not be the 
victims of hit-and-run political 
highwaymen seeking headlines. 

“Government in addition must 
be vigilant to protect the rights 
of the taxpayers. We must be 
certain always that welfare serv- 
ice is efficient, and that our 
personnel are the finest we can 
attract and keep.”

SAYS UNIONISTS 
SUPPORT PROP. 24 
Editor, Labor Journal: 


I was quite interested in an 
article which appeared on page 
three of the August 18th edition 
of the East Bay Labor Journal. 

R. H. Fitzgerald is quoted ag 
making the following statement: 
“Another political year is upon 
us, and, as you well know, the 
anti-labor forces are hard at 
work. Big business is trying to 
stop all liberal legislation and 
trying to sneak through the 
Francis Amendment (similar to 
Proposition 18, and worse, under 
@ new cover).” 


As an active trade unionists, 
politicaly and otherwise, I know 
Mr. Fitzgerald, who holds the 
position of secretary of 13th 
A.D. COPE, and I am flabber- 
gasted and surprised at his 
alleged statement. 


Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. How do I know this? 
In addition to being an active 
member in my union, and hold= 
ing elective office in the same 
union, I happen to be Northern 
California chairman and Ala- 
meda County chairman of “Cali- 
fornians’ Committee to Combat 
Communism,” which circulated 
the Francis Amendment, also 
known as the “Constitutional 
Initiative anti Subversive 
Amendment,” and which will be 
Proposition 24 on the November 
ballot. 

As Northern California chair- 
man, I know personally and first 
hand who qualified this ballot 
measure, since I traveled into 
numerous Northern California 
counties helping to organize 
those counties in the petition 
drive. I know where the finances 
have come from. Contributions 
of $1, $2, $5 and $25 from little 
people like Mr. Fitzgerald and 
myself. I can assure Mr. Fitz- 
gerald that big business is not 
sneaking anything in this case, 
since they are almost totally 
absent. Otherwise, maybe Mr. 
Fitzgerald would point out the 
“Big Business” he refers to, in 
order that I may contact them 
to have the Alameda County 
Headquarters’ phone bill paid so 
that Pacific Telephone will re- 
connect it. Little people circu- 
lated the amendment initiative, 
and little people signed it, and 
little people have attempted to 
pay the bills. Over 300 members 
of my own local union signed 
the petition. Numerous unions 
have endorsed it. 

To draw a similarity to Prop. 
18, is the most unfair statement, 
and one which cannot be sup- 
ported, and one which I as @ 
union member who worked hard 
against Prop. 18 resent. To say 
that this initiative, Prop. 24, is 
anti-labor is to say that labor 
is subversive, which is false, 
since Prop. 24 is totally and ex- 
clusively anti-subversive and 
anti-communist. And I challenge 
anyone to prove otherwise. 

No, Mr. Fitzgerald’s statement 
is incorrect on all counts. There 
are too many. union people, who 
worked too hard, and too few 
big businessmen who did any= 
thing. There are too many peo- 
ple who opposed Prop. 18 and 
are supporting Prop. 24 and will 
vote it into law in November. 


Labor has nothing to fear 
from an anti-subversive meas~ 
ure. Only certain elements in 
labor have cause for alarm, and 
labor traditionally has opposed 
those elements. 

Labor people should not, nor 
will be misled that an anti- 
subversive measure is anti« 
labor. If that is true, then FI 
for one, as a union member, 
would be all the more in favor 
of it as a union member.
